The new rules were promulgated by 
the United States railroad luhor hoard 
In the interest of economy. 
Formerly employees were not per­ 
mitted to do any work other than In 
their own craft. 
Under the rules that became effec­ 
tive today, employees, in many cases, 
may he put on other work when all 
the available employment 
in 
their 
craft is done. 
The decision affects 400,000 railroad 
shop employees. The changes in rule# 
were ordered ufter months of public 
hearings and consideration. 
Open .Shop Principle Recognised 
Tim "open shop" principle was rec­ 
ognized in the derision, which promul­ 
gated 148 new working rules. 
Under 
th** plan which went into effect today, 
minorities in railroad shops will* be 
represented in grievance committees. 
In the past 
union 
representatives 
represented all the men In the shops 
whether or not they were affiliated 
with the labor 
organizations. 
The 
hoard stated, however, the open shop 
ruling was more important theoreti­ 
cally Guin actually because 
only 
a 
small percentage of rail employees are 
unorganized. 
Men ( Mn Do Other Work 
The new rule provides that men as­ 
signed to one type of work may he 
put on something else if there is noth­ 
ing to do in their particular class. 
Another rule provides that macbin 
isis making repairs on equipment may 
disconnect wires and pities. Under the 
old agreement this work could only be 
done by electricians or sheet metal 
workers. 
Only the federated shop crafts of the 
American Federation of Luhor ure af­ 
fected by the ruling. 
The crafts who started to work un­ 
der the new agreements are:

Tile peak of the heavy gruin move­ 
m ent was passed in October, hut the 
decline in price has made the prob­ 
lems of business and finance more 
difficult in this district, the report 
states.

WifJj the approach of warm weather 
sheep raisers are warned by «j>eHal- 
lats of the United .States Deportment 
of Agriculture to watch for stomach 
worms and put Into practice every

most serious parasites of sheep, oc­ 
curring over almost tile entire world 
where there are sheep, cuttle and oili­

animals. 
In

United States it is most plentiful in 
tile South, where It Is favored by 
abundance of warmth and moisture, 
hut it is also quite common and seri­ 
ous In the Middle West and in low, 
wet areas throughout tile entire coun­ 
try. 
It In present In smaller numbers 
arid does less dam age in the high, dry 
and cool areas of the Rocky mountain 
states. 
The first tilings noticed about sheep 
Infested with stomach worms are dull­ 
ness and lack of thrift.

Advertising the hank is no longer a 
speculative proposition, hut a prof­ 
itable investment when it la carried 
out on definite and systematic lines, 
Banking Is probably o n e of the last 
great Institutions of American busi­ 
ness to undertake advertising on a 
pretentious scale, and there la no line 
of business todav that Is doing more 
constructive advertising. 
The reluctance of hankers In the 
p ast to enter the advertising field Is 
hard to understand. T here la no hank 
official. I think, am ong the hundred 
thousand or so In the United States, 
who wmuld question the advisability, 
or the necessity even, of advertising 
on the part of the m erchant or m an­ 
ufacturer- then why not 
banks 
as 
well? 
The hanker, too, has som e­ 
thing to scil. 
It Is service. 
Service 
i<* hD stock In trnde, just as truly as 
silks and «nlins and ribbons and lace 
constitute the stock of the merchant. 
A n additional resaon for advertising 
on the part of the banker is thnt the' 
modern bank offers service of many 
kinds whic h the average person needs 
and should use. but is either unaw are 
of the service or has not been educated 
to Its usage. 
Tn every community there are peo­ 
ple. m anv more than we imagine, who 
regard an old sock or a hole under 
the kitchen floor aa the prem ier de­ 
pository; there nre millions of others 
in America who should save and build 
savings accounts, and yet dp not. there 
are thousands who should buy Oov- 
ernment Bonds, hut who buy wondrous 
certificates with pretty scrolls and 
pictures on them, representing stock 
in the finless Oil Company or the 
Minus Silver Mine. 
T here are h un­ 
dreds in every community who fall 
to make wills, or who know nothing 
about the State Laws concerning prop­ 
erty left without a will, or who if they 
do make a will, nam e incompetent 
personal executors, when for the same 
cost, they could have their estates 
safely adm inistered by the T rust De­ 
partm ent of some strong hank. There 
nre innum erable persons, who instead 
of renting a safe deposit box for a few 
dollars a year, hide their valuable 
papers in the bottom of an old trunk. 
or in some' cubby hole or other, where 
they are constantly In danger of loss 
by Are or theft. 
Ju st because they do 
not KNOW. 
Then there Is the follow 
who carries a ‘‘roll" around In his 
pocket, just for the pleasure of flash­ 
ing It occasionally; there are hundreds 
of him acting as a constant tem pta­ 
tion to the pickpocket and hold-up. 
T here are honest, hard working own­ 
ers of small businesses, who are e n ­ 
titled to m oderate am ounts of hank­ 
ing credit, and who could greatly in­ 
crease their turnover if they knew' 
how' and w here io get this (red it; 
there are big m anufacturers who could 
initiate a thriving foreign trade if 
they would freely use the facilities 
which the foreign departm ents of large 
banks everyw here are placing at the 
disposal of the public; and finally 
th ere are the millions who are already 
bank custom ers who could be pre 
vailed upon by the proper approach to 
broaden their relations with their re ­ 
spective banks, and thus place upon a 
profitable basis accounts which are 
now' unprofitable to their banks. 


These are the people to be edu­ 
cated, their num ber is legion, and they 
present a field of unlimited possibili­ 
ties to the banker who will educate 
them to the advantage of a Savings 
Account, teach them 
Thrift, 
invite 
them to consult their banker before 
m aking investm ents; tell them of the 
service offered by the T ru st D epart­ 
ment, and teach the man with the

newspaper ad, It semes to me, is more 
• pi to he read, because It comes to 
the attention of the consum er at a 
time when he Is In a reading mood 
Probably sitting by the living room 
table In the evening leisurely perusing 
hts favorite paper 
his family gather 
ed about him. 
He is m ore likely ti­ 
ke 
interested 
in 
Havings Accounts 
Wills, Home Building, Providing for 
’he Future, etc., in this environm ent 
than he would he if the subject were 
thrust upon him during the busy part 
of the day. 


I like to plnn and write new spaper 
advertisements. 
Design and layout is 
sort of a hobby of mine. 
The day is 
past when one could afford to put all 
the brain work Into the copy and let 
the rest take care of Itself. 
It used 
’o he thought thut words und words 
11 one m attered, that so long aa you 
•ould get some clever E nglish put to­ 
gether, the rest could he whatever the 
printer saw fit to set up for you. But 
idvertlsera have come to realize that 
there la another element to he reek 
oned with. 
Tills element is the phys I 
a1 appearance Of the advertisement, 
rile attractive arran g em en t of copy, 
white space, borders and 
type 
will 
•atch the eye and hold the interest 


it the reader when a most flowery 
md beautiful worded m essage, c ra m ­ 
med into insufficient space and set in 
ininteresting type, small und hard to 
read, will fail utterly. 


All the big, dominant advertisem ents 
we see every day bear eloquent tes- 
imony to this fact. 
They all m ake 
be moat ingenius use possible of pic­ 
aros, type, lettering, borders und dec- 
)rations to reinforce the w ord m es­ 
sage. 
In fact, they now go much fue­ 
ller than that: one not directly a a Ro­ 
ta te d with the planning of general 
Advertising can not realize to what an 
extent physical appearance, the Idea 
is expressed in the page design, hat 
■Ollie to he the first consideration. 
Mi the little schem es of psychology, 
suggestion, 
eye-movmeent, 
etc., 
arc 
employed to coax the reader - j look 
at the entire ad and to read on to the 
oncluslon. 
If 
un 
illustration 
is 
placed in a certain way, it didn’t just 
so happen, it was done for a reason. 
We are all fam iliar with the Com m un­ 
ity Plate advertisem ents. 
The beauti 
iul Coles Phillips (Brl and the chest 
if silver, 
it didn t just happen th at 
the girl has her silken ankles crossed 
in just thut particular way, with a 
luinty sutin-shod foot pointing dow n­ 
ward; no indeed, that little slippered 
toe is pointing directly to the signa 
titre, ‘•Community Plate.” 
Aud when 
you look ut the ad, the well-groomed, 
beautifully gowned young lady gives 
what is known as atm osphere to the 
id, the inference is that the people 
who use Community P late are of this 
aristocratic class. 
You unconsciously 
follow the young lady’s gaze to fhe 
chest of silver and you get a good 
look at that silver; from there your 
eye travels down to the pointed slip­ 
per toe, and you read, "Community 
Plate,” and there! 
You have seen the 
entire ad, and it just didn’t happen 
<o. but every little detail was ca re ­ 
fully planned that you should see the 
entire ad. 


Bank advertisers have a specialized 
problem. 
They have nothing physi­ 
cal to sell. 
Yet there is no reason 
why they are in any degree limited 
in their opportunities for using all the 
arts and blandishm ents accessible to 
m y advertiser. 
All they heed to be 
concerned with is to use them well. 
The art of the illustrator, the decora­ 
tor and the typographer 
aw ait 
the 
bank advertiser’s command and in no 
branch of advertising can they be put 
to better use. 
Even borders and type 
and white space may be made to ex­ 


press atmosphere 
movement. 
We are used to seeing m arble fronts 
on our bank , with nicely carved let­ 
ters over the doors, and everything ac­ 
cording to architectural good taste and 
pleasing design, 
This is atmosphere 
and it Is good business, 
It gives evi­ 
dence of security and stability and 
other virtues th at hanks are supposed 
to possess. 
Then why should not our 
idvertislng express the same thing? 
Much can be done with typo and white 
xpace to create this desired effect. Am 
iomeone has so aptly said "Type Is 
made to read, but good type la also 
made to express Ideas," 


It is not so much a question of what 
type is sele< ted so long as It is a 
tocsS legible *4tyle, easily read, as it is 
»f the way the type is employed, 
An 
Advertisement made up of sixteen sep- 
irafe lines in the same style of type 
but each in a different size or varied 
n some m anner, either by letter spac­ 
ing or italicizing, 
will resu lt In a 
most Jerky and halting eflect, a row 
if hurdles for tin* reader to jum p over 
f he can be Induced to do so, hut In 
til probability lie will stop reading 
md tu rn over the page by the time 
he reaches the third line. 
Another 
thing to avoid is boldface type, Bold­ 
face, when you come to think of it, 
Is usually employed merely sh a crutch 
for lame copy, 
If the headlines are 
»o clumsily long that they cannot be 
set in a size which 
would 
quickly 
catch the eye they are not re-w ritten 
>r the layout altered, hut are squeezed 
Into the space in u small size of con- 
lcnaed boldface, totally out of harm o­ 
ny. 
I admit, I have used boldface, but 
not w ithout protest. 


Neat, 
orderly, clean 
composition; 
imply stated, easy to read, convince 
ng copyj intelligently paragraphed, 
vill have m ore pulling power than 
wire as much high-sounding phrase- 
.ogy squeezed into a condensed bold­ 
face type. 


Another factor which greatly affects 
lie power of an advertisem ent Is the 
tse of white space. 
I think this is 
one of the m asterpieces of modern ad- 
ertislng. W hite space, like type, must 
be used well, even daringly, to be ef­ 
fective. 
It is at its best when confined 
to clean-cut masses, 
especially 
as 
wide margins. 
T hen there is the vast Im portance 
if copy. 
The physical appearance of 
ho ad attra cts attention and induces 
he reader to read, but the m essage 
I self niiiBt lip understood, it must be 
olieved or the value of the ad is lost. 
it m ust embody both reason and sim ­ 
plicity. 
This is largely a m atter of 
he choice of wordB with which to 
lothe the bien. 
And a good motto 
which I try to follow Is never use a 
d ig word, because It sounds fancy 
when a short word will do as well 
and give a clearer meaning. The copy 
mist ring true and It is well to avoid 
uperlativeN ami com parisons. 
Last. 
but by no m eans least, the copy should 
Ii© sincere, enthusiastic and convinc­ 
ing in order to create desire and eoln-

ry of c onquest of the reader s favor. 
A tiling that strikes im* as a great 
I handicap In hank advertising is the 
sim ilarity In the sound and ap p ear­ 
ance of the institu tio n -’ names. 
Have 
you ever noticed th I ? 
Applying the 
I test to myself, I am reminded of a 
j few days I spent in .Seattle- last Feb- 
j m ary . 
I visited several of the large 
j banks, 
I can well rem em ber what 
their buildings look like. and se veral 
features of each institution, leut for 
! the life of tile I can not give correctly 
the nam es of more than two of them, 
and I am not absolutely sure about 
them, either. 
Now, at the same time, 
I visited Frederlck-N elson’s, Fruzer- 
P aterson’s and M cDougal-Southwlcks, 
and not once did I mix them up into 
F rederick-P aterson’s 
or 
F raier-N el- 
son’s 
or 
Nelson-Mc Dougai’s. 
Bank 
nam es are not easily registered, and 
yet the most im portant thing a bank 
has to sell is its institution, its p er­ 
sonnel, its location and its services. 
Identity is the quality m ost needed 
in any bank advertisem ent and here 
again comes in the Importance of phy­ 
sical ap p e a ran c e—of something to he 
rscoffsized by the eye us we do a 
fam iliar face. even when we cannot 
bink of the name. 
T here are many 
ways of accom plishing this. 
One is 
by a distinctive illustration, border 
or a symbol. 
The Old National Bank 
a fortunate in having 
a 
splendid 
building, a beautiful white stru ctu re 
that ail Spokane* is proud 
of, 
and 
which may lie seen from alm ost every 
part of the city. 
We use a cu t of our 
building in alm ost ail of our ads, 
usually in the border. 
Then we have 
several distinctive borders embodying 
designs suggested by the interior dec­ 
orative metal work, such as the spread 
Eagle in bronze th a t is over the door. 
This 
distinction 
is 
often 
tim es 
achieved by using exterior views of 
the building as we jiave done, or by 
using interior views showing d ep art­ 
ments in operation, p o rtraits of prom ­ 
inent men and historical figures, per­ 
sonifications of Thrift, Prosperity, etc., 
or scenes of com m erce and industry. 
Or it can lie done with interesting 
play of bluck against white, or group­ 
ing and balancing of words. 
The de­ 
signing of ape* Jal borders and other 
em bellishm ents certainly is a field 
rich with possibilities. 
But above ah 
things, the design should be kept sim ­ 
ple. 
Simplicity of design, aud copy

A m erchant does not advertise goods 
unless he has the stock on hand to 
bark up his advertisem ent, 
If he ad­ 
vertised 
something th a t he did not 
have, or if he could not produce the 
goods exactly os they were adver­ 
tised 
the 
Better 
Business 
Bureau 
would soon he on his trail. 
While 
the Bank advertiser is educating the 
public and advertising 
Service, 
he 
m ust not forget to educate his em ­ 
ployes 
to 
produce 
ihe 
advertised 
goods. 
No m atter how extensively 
and how intelligently a hank adver­ 
tises for public recognition, It will 
fail in its efforts to get business and 
make friends and build up confidence 
as long as a grouchy teller is allowed 
to offend custom ers. 
Educate the me- 
ployee. 
Teach him or her to he co u r­ 
teous at all times, under all conditions. 
Keep them 
constantly 
i n f o r m e d 
through 
bulletins 
or 
special 
little 
notes, of what is being done in the 
publicity departm ent. 
W hen an ad is 
run featuring some 
certain 
d ep a rt­ 
ment, see that a copy of the ad is 
sent to this departm ent and ask that 
every one in the departm ent reads it. 
Courtesy, patience, w illingness to ex­ 
plain any m atter not clearly u n d er­ 
stood, or to help any custom er reg ard ­ 
less of position or class, these things 
cannot be overdone. 
Advertising may serve as a strong 
force In bringing new faces into the 
hank and yet it can he completely 
nullified by the people at the windows 
or behind the counters. 
F irst— Educate the people, do it with 
consistent, attractive understandable 
advertising Then -follow it tip deliver­ 
ing the goods Herr Ice.

By Hazel M. Britton. 
Advertising the hank is no longer a 
speculative proposition, hut a prof­ 
itable investment when it is carried 
out on definite and systematic lines. 
Banking Is probably one of the last 
great Institutions of American busi­ 
ness to undertake advertising on a 
pretentious stale, and there is no line 
of business todav that Is doing more 
c on Emotive advertising. 
The reluctance of bankers In the 
past to enter the advertising field is 
hard to understand. There in no hank 
official. I think, among the hundred 
thousand or so In the United States, 
who would question the advisability. 
or the necessity even, of advertising 
on the part of the merchant or rnan- 
iif icturer- then why not 
hanks 
ns 
veil? 
The hanker, too, has some­ 
thing to sell, 
It is service. 
Service 
ta his stock in trade, Just as truly as 
sHk* and «atlns and ribbons and lace 
constitute the stock of the merchant. 
V a additional resaon for advertising 
on the part of the hanker is that th*1 
modern hank offers service of many 
kinds which the average person needs 
pud should use, hut Is either unaware 
of the service or has not been educated 
to its usage. 
In every community there arc peo­ 
ple, many more than we imagine, who 
regard an old sock or a hole under 
the kitchen floor us flu- premier de­ 
pository; there ar© millions of others 
in America who should save and build 
savings accounts, and yet do not. there 
are thousands who should buy Gov­ 
ernment Bonds, hut who buy wondrous 
certificates with pretty scrolls and 
pictures on them, representing stock 
In the Oiliest Oil Company or th© 
Minus Silver Mine. 
There are hun­ 
dreds in every community who fall 
to make wills, or who know nothing 
about the State I„awH concerning prop­ 
erty loft without a will, or who lf they 
do make a will, name incompetent 
personal executors, when for the same 
cost, they could have their estates 
safely administered by the Trust De­ 
partment of some strong hank. There 
ere Innumerable persons, vim instead 
of renting a safe deposit box for a few 
dollars a year, hide their valuable 


p a p e r s in the bottom of an old trunk. 
or in some cubby hole or other, where 
they are constantly in danger of loss 
bv fire or th e f t . 
Just because they do 
not KNOW 
Then there Is the fellow 
who carries a “roll” around in his 
pork et, just fo r the pleasure of flash­ 
ing it occasionally , there are hundreds 
of him acting aa a constant tempta­ 
tion to the pickpocket and hold-up. 
There are honest, hard working own­ 
ers of small businesses, who arc en­ 
titled to moderate amounts of hank­ 
ing credit, and who could greatly in­ 
crease their turnover if they knew 
how and where lo get this credit; 
there are big manufacturers who could 
initiate a thriving foreign trade if 
they would freely use the facilities 
w hich the foreign departments of large 
bank^ everywhere are placing at the 
disposal of the public; and finally, 
there are the millions who are already 
bank customers who could he pre- 
vai'ed upon by the proper approach to 
broaden their relations with their re 
spective banks, and thus pla** upon a 
profitable basis accounts which are 
now unprofitable to their banks. 
These are the people to he edu­ 
cated, their number is legion, and they 
present a field of unlimited possibili­ 
ties to the banker who will educate 
them to the advantage of a Savings 
Account, teach them 
Thrift, 
invite 
them to consult their banker before 
making investments: tell them of the 
service u.\ . cd by the Trust Depart­ 
ment, and teach the man with the 
, . ll" to play safe by hanking it and 
paying by checks. 
And is there a 
more effective or lese expensive way 


o recede, it will be the fault of the 
banks in not advertising, if the con­ 
version of the people of the United 
Rates into regular savers and invest­ 
ors is not made permanent. 
There are many kinds of advertls- 
ng that are suitable for a bank, such 
as hooklets (The Old National Bank 
jqnd Union Trust Company of Spokane 
do considerable advertising 
of 
this 
kind and we maintain an extensive 
mailing list which is constantly being 
' becked and revised to keep it atructly 
up to date and to eliminate any waste). 
Then there are car cards, out-door ad­ 
vertising, bill hoards, posters, maga­ 
zine advertising, circular letters and 
newspaper advertising. They all have 
their place in hank publicity, but I 
like newspaper advertising best. 
The 
newspaper ad, It semes to me, Is more 
apt to be read, because It comes to 
the attention of the consumer at a 
time when he is in a reading mood 
Probably sitting by the living room 
table In the evening leisurely perusing 
bls favorite puper- his family gather 
ed about him. 
He Is more likely lo 
be interested in Havings Accounts 
Wills, Home Building, Providing for 
the Future, etc , in this environment 
than he would be if the subject were 
thrust upon him during the busy part 
of the day. 
I like to plan and write newspaper 
advertisements. 
Design and layout 5s 
sort of a hobby of mine 
The day is 
past when one could afford to put all 
the brain work Into the copy and let 
the rest take care of itself. 
It used 
•o he thought that words and words 
Hon* mattered, that so long as you 
mild get some clever English put to 
gether, the rest could be whatever th* 
printer saw fit to set up for you. But 
tdvertlsera have come to realize that 
’here is another element to he reek 
orierl with. Tills element is the physi 
ai appearance of the advertisement 
The attractive arrangement of copy, 
white space, borders and 
type 
will 
•atch the eye and hold the interest 
>f the reader when a most flowery 
iud beautiful worded message, cram 
tned into insufficient space and set in 
uninteresting type, small and hard to 
read, will fail utterly. 


All the big, dominant advertisements 
we see every day bear eloquent tes- 
lmoity to this fact. 
They all make 
he most tngenius use possible of ple­ 
uras, type, lettering, borders and dec­ 
orations to reinforce the word mes- 
•age. 
In fact, they now go much far­ 
ther than that; one not directly asso- 
< iated with the planning of general 
Advertising can not realize lo what ais 
extent physical appearance, the idea 
is expressed hi the page design, lias 
come to be the first consideration. 
VU the little schemes of psychology, 
suggestion, eye-movnieent, etc., are 
employed to coax the reader *. » look 
at the entire ad and to read on to the 
conclusion.

We are all familiar with the t’ommun- 
ity Plate advertisements.

Coast Strip Has Rivers but No Rain. 
Although th© strip of Peril between 
the Pacific and the western foothills 
of the Andes is devoid Of rain and 
largely desert, many stream s from the 
mountains break across this region to 
the sea, and the relatively narrow val­ 
leys, irrigated from their waters, eon 
stitute the moat fertile land of the 
country. 
Most of the desert land between the 
parallel rivers is not so from luck of 
fertility hut because of the absence 
of life-giving water. 
This is a most 
unusual region lying within the tropics 
and adjoining the sea, where normal 
iv vegetable growth would la* abund­ 
ant.

Put In area and 
Interest Peru Is by no

ligible; and lf It has failed to tal e 
an Important place in world affairs, 
either commenda! or political, It limy 
well be that that fact Is due. not • to 
lack of size and resources and poten 
flat wealth and power, hut rather to 
immaturity.

Coast Strip Has Rivers but No Rain. 
Although the strip of peru between 
the Paciiie ami the western foothill** 
of tho Amies Is devoid of rain and 
largely desert, many at rim ins from the 
mountains break across this region to 
the s«*it. ami the relatively narrow val­ 
leys, irrigated from their waters, con­ 
stitute the most fertile land of tin* 
country. 
Most of tin* desert laud between tile 
parallel rivers Is not sn from lack of 
fertility but bem use of the absence 
of life-giving witter. 
This is a most 
unusual region lying within the tropics 
and adjoining the st a. where normal­
